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During a special called meeting Monday, Sept. 20th 
Elba City Council approves settlement agreement 
contingent upon resignation from Chief of Police

In a special meeting called Monday, 
Sept. 20, at 12:30 p.m., the Elba City 
Council voted to approve a settlement 
agreement with Police Chief Leslie Hussey, 
if the chief resigns his position as Chief of 
Police in Elba. 

The meeting took just over 3 minutes 

from start to finish. No specific details 
were provided in the meeting as to what led 
to the settlement agreement. 
- “The only thing on the agenda is the 
settlement agreement,” Maddox said. “We 
have talked about the chief and his resigna- 
tion. He has agreed if we will compensate 
him with half of his sick leave and his vaca- 
tion time in one check that he will submit 
his resignation to the council.” 

Council member Jane Brunson made a 
motion to approve the settlement agree- 
ment. Council member A R Williams pro- 
vided a second to the motion. 

The mayor asked if there was any discus- 
sion. Council member Gappa Wise asked 
for the terms to be repeated, and city clerk 
Sally Bane said it included payment for 
half of the chief’s sick leave and all his 
vacation time. 


There was no further discussion in the 
open meeting nor was an executive session 
called to discuss the matter. All council 
members and the mayor voted in favor of 
the motion. 

After the vote, Mayor Maddox said he 
did have a letter written to him and any of 
the council members that wanted to read 
it from one of the dispatchers at the police 
department. He did not share anything from 
the letter, only told council members they 
could read it at any time if they so desired. 

A motion was made to adjourn. After 
voting to adjourn, the council returned to a 
work session it had begun prior to the spe- 
cial meeting — the work session was to dis- 
cuss details of the Fiscal Year 2022 budget. 

Board attorney Bart Boothe was not at 
the council meeting, and the city clerk 
posed a question to him [for the council] 
via telephone regarding the next steps if 
Hussey did submit his resignation. 

“I know there will be a lot of talk. I 
know there is a lot of support for the 
chief,” Mayor Maddox said after the group 
returned to the work session. “I am not 
planning to go into any of the details with 
psn — Dace — Dalene. Lretinoch tesco ati kes

Elba City Schools and 
Coffee County Schools each 
announced Thursday, Sept.

“Elba City Schools will 
extend the mask mandate at 
this time until further notice 
as we have seen a decrease 
in both positive cases of

“This mandate is for all in- 
door events as well as during 
the day in the school build- 
ing.” 

Coffee County Schools 
Superintendent Kelly Cobb 
she is encouraged by the 
progress made since putting 
an indoor mask mandate in 
place, and she said she felt 
it was necessary to extend 
the mask mandate inside all 
Coffee County School build- 


The Elba City Council 
held a lengthy work ses- 
sion Monday, Sept. 20, to 
discuss details for the pro- 
posed Fiscal Year 2022 bud- 
get.

“With this mandate we 
will only have to send home 
students and staff who are 
positive or show symp- 
toms,” Moseley said. “This 
will keep more students in 
school and able to receive 
face-to-face instruction.” 

He said it is very impor- 
tant for everyone to appro- 
priately wear a mask at all 
times, except when eating, 
exercising or being out- 
doors. 

“As mentioned above, 
our COVID numbers are 
improving, and this is en- 
couraging,” Cobb said. “The 
district will continue with no 
restrictions on outdoor ac- 
tivities. In addition, we will 
not require the isolation of 
close contacts as long as the 
student is symptom-free.” 

Cobb said the only ex-, 
ception would be cases of 
COVID at home. If there is ~* 
a diagnosed case of COVID" 
inside a household, she said 
the student/staff member 
should contact the school 
nurse, follow ADPH guide- 
lines, and follow the process 
for quarantine. 

For the week of Sept. 
7-14, Cobb said Zion Cha- 
pel School had two COVID 
cases, New Brockton El- 
ementary had seven cases, 
New Brockton High School 
had 10 cases, and Kinston 
School had eight cases. 

“Tf your child is unable to 
wear a mask due to health 
issues, you must call the 
school nurse or principal 
and supply the documen- 
tation from a_ physician,” 
Moseley added. “We appre- 
ciate your cooperation and 
patience as we continue to 
navigate this pandemic and 
keep kids in school.” 

Keep the child at home 
if he/she is exhibiting any 
symptoms of COVID or 
any infectious disease, Cobb 
said. 

“We do ask that you be 
vigilant in monitoring your 
child’s own health,” she said.

Community banks oppose far-reaching IRS Reporting Proposal 


If community — bankers 
weren't busy enough con- 
tinuing their heroic econom- 
ic response to the pandemic, 
a recent proposal included in 
the 2022 budget proposal to 
impose new IRS reporting 
mandates on customer bank 
accounts has become a ma- 
jor advocacy priority. 

To counter the plan, com- 
munity bankers and_ their 
customers should weigh in 
directly with their members 
of Congress to voice their 
opposition, 

The proposal would re- 
quire financial institutions 
to report to the IRS on the 
deposits and withdrawals of 
business and personal ac- 
counts. This proposal would 
constitute a broad, unwar- 
ranted infringement on the 
privacy of all bank custom- 
ers without grounds to sus- 
pect tax evasion. 

Be intrusive and indis- 
criminate. Undermine the 
goal. of reducing the un- 
banked. Increase taxpayer 
complexity and confusion. 
Overwhelm the IRS with 
personal financial data and 
increase risk of data breach. 

Specifically, the proposed 
fiscal 2022 budget would re- 
quire banks and other finan- 
cial institutions to report to 
the IRS on the deposits and 
withdrawals of all business 
and personal accounts with a 
de minimis exception for ac- 
counts with a balance of less 
than $600. 

The American Banking 
Association (ABA), the 
Independent Community 
Bankers Association (ICBA) 
and many other consumer 
advocates have strongly ob-

jected to the proposal, which 
would be an unwarranted 
infringement on the privacy 
of bank customers and create 
complex new reporting bur- 
dens for all banks and espe- 
cially community banks. 

The new IRS bank ac- 
count mining would be in- 
trusive and indiscriminate 
for bank 

customers, would under- 
mine the goal of bringing 
unbanked Americans into 
the banking system, could 
increase taxpayer complex- 
ity and confusion, would 
enlist community banks as 
agents of the IRS while im- 
posing new reporting bur- 
dens, would expose banks 
to penalties for inadvertent 
errors, and would channel 
more information into the 
IRS than it can process. In-

stead of a fishing expedition 
that infringes on the privacy 
of bank customers and oc- 
cupies resources that could 
otherwise be focused on 
serving local communities, 
the ICBA is urging the IRS 
to close the tax gap with data 
it already has. 

According to an ICBA 
poll conducted by Morning 
Consult, Two-thirds of vot- 
ers (67%) oppose this pro- 
posal. Opposition to this IRS 
proposal is bipartisan and 
strenuous, with more than 
half of voters (53%) strongly 
opposed and only 22% sup- 
portive. 

“We encourage all of our 
customers to contact their 
Senators and Representa- 
tives to let them know that 
they don’t want this propos- 
al included in any proposed 


legislation,” said Dianna 
Lee, marketing and public 
relations officer for Troy 
Bank & Trust. “There are 
already reporting regulations 
in place, not to mention what 
an invasion of privacy this 
is. If this legislation passes, 
we will be forced to report 
every transaction coming 
into-an account or going out 
of an account, personal or 
commercial, if that account 
has a balance of over $600.” 
Lee encourages account 
holders at all financial insti: 
tutions to make their voices 
heard and to let lawmakers 
know that there is strong 
opposition to this proposed 
legislation.

ZC Bass Team members return 
to water for new season of fishing 


The Zion Chapel .Bass 
Team is back on the water 
for the first tournament of 
the new season, They began 
writing volume 3 of their 
team adventure September 
11, 2021, when they ven- 
tured to south Alabama to 
the Mobile Delta. 

This begins the third year 
of tournament fishing for 
the ZCBT since they were 
formed in the late summer 
of 2019.

According to the AL- 
ABAMA OUTDOOR 
NEWS, the Mobile-Tensaw 
River Delta area encom- 
passes over 260,000 acres 
and ranks as the second- 
largest system in the lower 
United States. Touching 
five counties in southeastern 


Alabama, the waters of the 
Delta eventually empty into 
the Mobile Bay. 

The Delta is not the only 
tidal fishery on the Gulf 
Coast, but it is by far the 
largest and most signifi- 
cant. Greg McCain states 
that the Delta is a “wander- 
ing, forever-changing maze 
of water that produces pro- 
digiously one day and per- 
plexes anglers the next.” 
This has been true for the 
ZCBT. 

Ninety-seven boats en- 
tered the tournament, but 
only 47 boats weighed in. It 
was one of those days that 
stumped so many of the 
young anglers. 

After a long, arduous day 
on the water, team Padgett/ _ 
Young finally caught their 
limit and placed fifteenth 
out of 97 boats. No other 
Zion Chapel teams weighed 
in. 

In the 2021 Team of the 
Year competition, ZCBT is 
in thirteenth place. Points 
for the Angler of the Year 
and Team of the Year are 
recalculated after each tour- 
nament. 

The ZC anglers are grate- 
ful for Mike McDaniel, 
Kevin Dowdy, Sr., and Lar- 
ry Campbell for serving as, 
their boat captains for this 
tournament.

Governor announces drop in unemployment rate to 3.1 percent 


Governor Kay Ivey 
announced today that 
Alabama’s preliminary, 


seasonally adjusted August 
unemployment rate is 3.1%, 
down from July’s rate 
of 3.2%, and well below 
August 2020’s rate of 7.1%. 
August’s rate represents 
69,005 unemployed per- 


sons, compared to 71,678 in 


July and 156,709 in August 
2020. This is an over-the- 
year drop of 87,704. 
“Alabama continues our 
streak of dropping unem- 
ployment, getting more of 
our people back to work 
and able to provide for their 
families, and we are seeing 
our jobs count and wages 
consistently rise,” Governor 
Ivey said. “Employers in 
Alabama have jobs to fill, 
and they’re doing so at a 
good pace. We’re proud of 
the progress Alabama is 
making as we continue to 
overcome the challenges we 
faced due to the pandemic. 


Alabama is working again, 
and we know our work is 
not done yet.” 

‘Total private average 
weekly earnings rose to 
$993.35 in August, up from 
$980.56 in July and $942.57 
in August of 2020. 

Over the year, wage 
and salary employment 
increased 54,200, with gains 
in the leisure and hospitality 
sector (+20,700), the manu- 
facturing sector (+10,300), 
and the professional and 
business services sector 
(+7,300), among others. 

Over the month, wage 
and salary employment 
increased in August by 
1,500. Monthly gains were 
seen in the government sec- 
tor (+7,100), the profession- 
al and business services sec- 
tor (+3,400), and the finan- 
cial activities sector (+400), 
among others. 

“We are working hard 
every day to reach out to 
those employers who still 


need assistance in find- 
ing employees, while at 
the same time working to 
reach those who are still 
looking for work, or those 
who are looking to advance 
their careers,” said Alabama 
Labor Secretary Fitzgerald 
Washington. “Right now is 
a great time to search for 
a job, as wages have once 
again hit a new record high 
in Alabama.

‘Brockton falls hard 
to Wicksburg 60-18

The New Brockton Gamecocks saw an early lead vanish 
under a barrage of Wicksburg Panther touchdowns in a 
60-18 loss, Friday night at Gamecock Stadium. 

New Brockton received the opening kickoff and went 80 
yards in seven plays to grab an early lead in the key region 
clash. Jamarcus Brown rushed for 27 yards on two carries 
to get the drive off to a quick start, while the touchdown 
came on a 44-yard touchdown toss from Brayson Carr to 
Matthew Smith. The extra-point try failed, but with 7:35 
remaining in the first quarter the Gamecocks were on top 
6-0. 

Wicksburg bounced right back to take a 7-6 lead with 
6:05 left in the quarter on a 49-yard pass from Jackson 
Glover to Charles Snyder, and the extra-point by Glover, 
and then broke loose for 32 points in the second quarter to 
carry a big 39-6 lead in at the half. 

The Panther points in the second quarter came on runs of 
3, 38 and 13 yards by Jaylen Murry, while Charles Snyder 
added a 53-yard touchdown run and Glover connected 
with Peyton Crutchfield on a 31-yard td toss with just 
seven seconds left in the half. 

Wicksburg upped its lead to 53-6 midway through 
the third quarter on an 8-yard scoring run by Charles 
Snyder and a 45-yard interception return by Eli Williams. 
However, New Brockton came back to life late in the 
quarter and with 2:33 left in the period scored its second 
touchdown of the night on a 19-yard pass from Brayson 
Carr to Tre Boland. 

A 49-yard td dash by Jaylen Murry with 2:00 left in the 
quarter pushed the Panther lead to 60-12, while it was the 
Gamecocks that scored the final points of the game late in 
the fourth quarter when Carr fired a 37-yard scoring pass 
to Anthony Silar. 

Jamarcus Brown rushed for 84 yards on four carries 
and Drew Cashin added 25 yards rushing on six carries 
to lead New Brockton on the ground, while Brayson Carr 
completed 7 of 12 passes, with two interceptions, for 195 
yards and three touchdowns. Matthew Smith pulled in two 
passes for 57 yards, while Jackson Lawson had one catch 
for 56 yards, Anthony Silar had one catch for 37 yards, 
Jaxon Whitworth had two catches for 26 yards, and Tre 
Boland had one catch for 19 yards. 

The Gamecock defense was led by Tre Boland with 9 
tackles, while Bradley Adkinson and Baylon Foster both 
added 5 stops, and Braxton Smith had 4 tackles. 

Jaylen Murry gained 170 yards and scored 4 touchdowns 
on 14 carries to lead Wicksburg, while Charles Snyder 
added 108 yards rushing and two td’s on five carries, and 
Jackson Glover completed 6 of 8 passes for 158 yards and 
two touchdowns.
